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Romulus to receive revenue from parking surcharge

A change in the taxing struc¬ 
ture for airport businesses 
approved by state legislators 
may provide as much as 
$500,000 revenue for the city of 
Romulus. 

The recent approval of 
House Bill 5170 introduced by 
Rep. James Kosteva, will allow 
for the taxing of parking areas 
within five miles of Metropoli¬ 
tan Airport. Parking fees are 
expected to increase by 30 per¬ 
cent at these facilities, and 
Romulus will receive 20 per¬ 
cent of that revenue. The provi¬ 
sions are included in the re¬ 
cently approved Wayne County 
Restoration package and 
should provide a minimum of 
$400,000 annually to Romulus, 


Kosteva said. 

Businesses at the airport 
were tax exempt until the re¬ 
cent approval of Bill 5170, and 
provided no tax revenue to the 
city while located within muni¬ 
cipal boundaries. 

Local officials have lobbied 
with state and county repre¬ 
sentatives for a change in the 
airport taxing structure for a 
number of years, but this is the 
first substantial victory. 

“This is a very special 
thing/’ said Mayor Beverly 
McAnally. 

Scott Banas, administrative 
assistant of Senator Bill Faust, 
another staunch supporter of 
the Bill, added that the new leg¬ 
islation will be effective the 
first of the year. 

But, he explained, passage of 
the Bill wasn’t so simple. After 


the Wayne County “bailout ” 
package returned from the 
Senate Finance Committee, 
the inclusion of the city of 
Romulus was eliminated. 

“We lost the patient on the 
table for a while,” said Banas. 
“We worked feverishly to bring 
this back in the form of an 
amendment. Committee mem¬ 
bers indicated to us that this 
was a bailout package for 
Wayne County and why should 
the city of Romulus benefit. We 
felt otherwise,” he added. 

Kosteva agreed and added he 
would oppose any package 
which did not include the 
Romulus provision. 

“The interests of Romulus 
have to be protected. So after

age. Nine square miles of the 
community are taken by air¬ 
port land. The impact in terms 
of noise and inconvenience are 
substantial. No water and sew¬ 
er lines cross airport property. 
That in itself is an added cost to 
the community,” Kosteva said. 

The bailout package in¬ 
cludes six bills and would help 
restore solvency to the county 
which owes $100 million to the 
state. County Executive Ed 
McNamara originally prop¬ 
osed to cut $12 million from the 
county budget. This will no lon¬ 


ger be necessary, Banas said. 

“The county should realize $5 
million from the bailout pack¬ 
age during the remaining fiscal 
year. The only deal we were 
forced to agree on was to delay 
payment to Romulus for one 
year, until Jan. 1, 1989,” he 
added. 

Also in the House is another 
bill sponsored by Kosteva re- 
garding airport conces¬ 
sionaires, or onsite businesses. 

“Businesses on airport prop¬ 
erty currently don’t pay prop¬ 
erty taxes. For years, we have

struggled to remove this ex¬ 
emption.

Romulus police raided two 
suspected crack houses in the 
city last Thursday and 
arrested one individual at each 
location. 

Officers executed a search 
warrant at 6147 Columbus, 
north of Beverly and east of 
Wayne Road and found the 
house occupied by four per¬ 
sons. Terry Jones, 25, of Romu¬ 
lus was arrested at the scene. 
Possible charges are pending 
against the others, according 
to Romulus Police Chief 
Charles Wilmoth. 

Police confiscated a quantity 
of crack cocaine packaged for 
distribution along with some 
cash and drug paraphernalia. 

The second raid was con¬ 
ducted at 35825 Garner, north 
of Wick and west of Wayne 
Road. Police arrested Samuel 
B. Jones, 18, of Romulus. 
Police noted the two indi¬ 
viduals are not related. Three 
other persons at the scene were 
questioned and released. 

Again, a small quantity of 
crack cocaine, scales and other 
equipment used to distribute 
cocaine were confiscated. 

“We encountered no resist¬ 
ance at either scene,” Wilmoth 
said. 


house where illegal drugs are 
stored, a misdemeanor. “What 
we want to tell people is that if 
you hang around places like 
this, you’re going to get 
busted,” Wilmoth said. 

Initial information leading to 
the bust came from tips on the 
Romulus hotline, 941-DOPE. 
Police were able to provide sur- 
veillance of the area and 
gather enough information to 
obtain the necessary search 
warrants to make the arrests. 

“A number of people fre¬ 
quenting these crack houses 
were from the city of Detroit 
and surrounding areas 
although the persons arrested 
were Romulus residents,” he 
said. 

Wilmoth noted that Detroit 
police officers “hit 12 crack 
houses a day.” But then they 
have 5,000 officers, he added. 

“The amount of drugs confis¬ 
cated wasn’t great. But you 
never know. We’ll continue our 
efforts against narcotics traf¬ 
ficking. It takes considerable 
time to build a case. When in¬ 
formation develops, we’ll con¬ 
duct a raid. It’s dangerous. We 
can’t kid ourselves. The bad 
guys are very mobile,” he said. 


The estimated street value of 
the crack cocaine would be “a 
couple thousand,” Wilmoth 
said. 

The other individuals will be 
charged with frequenting a

However, if this particular 
bill is approved, the entire 30 
percent of money generated by 
parking fees would go entirely 
to the county. 

“This bill has a major incen¬ 
tive for everyone,” said Koste- 
va. “The Romulus School dis¬ 
trict would be the major be¬ 
neficiary and receive $2 million 
annually and the state would 
not have to subsidize local 
education by as much. We’re 
anxious to get moving on this 
bill the first of the year. We’ve 
already got the support,” he 
said. 

Members of the Romulus 


city council unanimously 
approved a resolution thanking 
the state officials involved 
including Faust, Kosteva and 
Senator Lana Pollack of Ann 
Arbor who also worked de¬ 
cisively toward the complete 
passage of the bill. 

“This is the first time some¬ 
thing positive in terms of finan¬ 
cial assistance has come out of 
Lansing,” said Councilman 
Jimmie Raspberry. 

Mayor Pro Tern Mary Ann 
Banks added, “The city of 
Romulus will realize some 
funding from the airport. We’ll 
finally get our share.”

Adjustment due 
in state aid 

LANSING - Area school dis- 
tricts can expect to receive an 
adjustment in state school aid 
payments in January, since 
state lawmakers have com¬ 
pleted work on the state 
budget, Michigan Department 
of Education officials said. 

Interim state Superintendent 
of Public Instruction Gary D. 
Hawks said last week that he 
has instructed MDE staff 
members to expedite an 
adjustment in payments to 
districts as quickly as 
possible. 

School districts should re¬ 
ceive the next state aid check 
by the end of the first week in 
January. 

Hawks said the adjustment 
in payments to schools will 
present the balance of what 
districts should have received 
from the combined Oct. 1 and 
Dec. 1 state aid payments or a 
total of 39 percent of the 1987- 
88 state school aid. Payment 
for school districts had been 
delayed until the revised state 
aid budget was finalized.

County, local lawmakers hope to strengthen relationship

There is a saying that “when 
you hit bottom, there is no 
place to go but up.” 

And Wayne County, the third 
largest county in the United 
States, apparently has hit the 
bottom of the fiscal well. Faced 
with a $380 million deficit and 
on the verge of payless pay¬ 
days, the county turned to 
Lansing for aid. 

Last week, thanks to legisla¬ 
tive aid, a bailout is forthcom¬ 
ing via a four cents-per-pack 
increase on cigarettes, airport 
parking tax and a 180-degree 
philosophical turnabout by out- 
state lawmakers, who 
apparently have learned that 
Wayne County fiscal problems 
are their problems. The county 
was forced to carry out state- 
mandated problems without 
the state providing the funds 
for those problems, according 


to county officials. 

Wayne County Executive 
Edward McNamara had 
warned state officials that he 
would have to close one of the 
floors of the county jail, reduce 
the number of deputies and pat¬ 
rols and take other drastic fis¬ 
cal measures if the state con¬ 
tinued to turn their backs on the 
county. 

On Thursday, the legislators 
agreed to a fiscal package that 
appears to be the prescription 
that may cure the county’s ills. 
The legislation awaits the gov¬ 
ernor’s signature. Gov. Blan¬ 
chard said he would not oppose 
the help. 

The proposed legislation has 
some strings, however. The 
legislators warned that this is 
the first and only time they 
would provide the help. The 
four cents increase on 
cigarettes is expected to collect 
approximately $40 million dur¬ 
ing the next fiscal year and ab¬ 


out $26 million the year after. 
The new taxes would be levied 
beginning Jan. 1. 

Meanwhile, county officials 
and institutions are continuing 
to lay the groundwork for a fis¬ 
cally sound Wayne County. At a 
recent “Economic Impact ’87” 
- Challenge of the Future” ven¬ 
ture sponsored by the county 
Department of Jobs and Eco¬ 
nomic Development, Henry 
Ford Community College and 
the University of Michigan- 
Dearborn, participants vowed 
mutual cooperation in solving 
countywide problems. 

“In the past, the problems of 
Inkster and Wayne and West- 
land were problems of those 
cities,” noted Dr. Joanne Ter¬ 
ry, of Henry Ford Community 
College. “Cities and townships 
within the county held to self- 
interest instead of working 
together to solve problems 
together. Cities within the 
county must understand that 


they have to work together. It is 
in their best interests. 

“The time has come to work 
together. There is no getting 
around it any more,” Terry 
said. 

Dewitt Henry, director of 
Wayne County Department of 
Jobs and Economic Develop¬ 
ment, concurred. 

Speaking to participants of 
the workshop staged last 
month at Henry Ford Estate/ 
Fairlane, Henry pointed out 
that, “never before has such a 
diverse group of people come 
together crossing boundaries. 
In the past, each group oper¬ 
ated as a separate entity. This 
unique format provides an 
opportunity to join forces and 
meet the challenge of combin¬ 
ing our resources.” 

In the audience were 
mayors, county professionals, 
representatives of the private 
sector, utilities, educators, 
officials of the Southeast Michi¬ 


gan Council of Government 
and the Port Authority. 

Both Chancellor William 
Jenkins, University Of Michi- 
gan-Dearborn, and Stuart Bun¬ 
dy, president of Henry Ford 
Community College, spoke at 
the gathering. They outlined 
what programs their institu¬ 
tions of learning had to offer in 
the way of programs to busi¬ 
ness and local governmental 
communities. They encour¬ 
aged participants, more than 
100 of them, to continue to work 
for future cooperation between 
the various sectors. 

“One of our objectives is to 
inform the participants on how 
to become more productive in 
an age of rapidly changing 
technology,” Terry said. “We 
must know how to best utilize 
our human resources. There 
are no alternatives, we must 
learn to work together or con¬ 
tinue to lose markets to foreign 
competition.”

C onstantine “Taki” 
Kortidis, of Canton 
Township, is deter¬ 
mined to see that all 
children have at least one pre¬ 
sent to open on Christmas 
morning. From Westland to 
Wixom, Mason to Marquette, 
Kortidis has dedicated himself 
to the task. 

In fact, he is so dedicated 
that he will personally fly the 
gifts anywhere in the state - us¬ 
ing his small-bodied airplane, 
of course. His generosity for 
the less fortunate seems uni¬ 
que, no doubt. But, each year, 
dozens of others join Kortidis in 
the valiant effort, purchasing 
gifts by the truckloads and 
flying them in formation to ev¬ 
ery corner of the state. 

The gift-giving event has 
been officially dubbed “Opera¬ 
tion Good Cheer" by Kortidis, 
the founder. Each year, more 
needy, foster care children re¬ 
ceive presents, and more indi¬ 
viduals and organizations par¬ 
ticipate. But if he intends to 
obtain his goal, Kortidis said he 
will need even more assist¬ 
ance. 

A native of Kavalla, Greece, 
who married his wife in Detroit 
and immigrated to the U.S. in 
1966, Kortidis, 50, unknowingly 
started the huge gift-giving 
event 20 years ago, while work¬ 
ing at the Ford Motor Co. It was 
then that the former graphic 
artist told his co-workers that 
he would not be sending Christ¬ 
mas cards to friends and fami¬ 
ly members. Promptly labeled 
a “Scrooge,” Kortidis offered 
an explanation. 

“Everyone used to send 
Christmas cards. I said that 
was a waste," Kortidis remem¬ 
bered. “I told them, ‘If you 
want to do something about it, 
figure out how much you spend 
for Christmas cards and mail, 
and we’ll put it in a pot and give 
it to some worthwhile charity, 
like for the children.’ ” 
Although such an idea was 
slow to “catch on,” Kortidis 
was finally able to garner sup¬ 
port for a gift-giving drive for 


needy children in the state. Us¬ 
ing the Lansing-based Child 
and Family Services to provide 
the names of children in need, 
Kortidis and his small group of 
supporters set out to purchase 
the gifts for the youngsters, 
wrap them in ribbons and bows 
and haul them to a delivery 
point from which they would be 
relayed to about 50 children. 

That was 20 years ago. 

Today, Operation Good 
Cheer serves about 900 chil¬ 
dren and includes participation 
from countless individuals and 
groups in the area, including 
the Plymouth-Canton school 
system and Ford Motor Credit 
Co. in Dearborn. In addition, 
once each year, the gifts are 
loaded into privately owned 
planes and flown to about 16 
distribution points throughout 
the state. Such a flyout, Korti¬ 
dis said, ensures that children 
receive their gifts before 
Christmas and eliminates an 
earlier problem of sending the 
gifts to the children on a zero- 
dollar operating budget. 

Still, Operation Good Cheer 
has a long road ahead before 
every child in Michigan re¬ 
ceives a gift on Christmas 
morning, Kortidis admitted. 
Nonetheless, the program 
founder remains more optimis¬ 
tic and more determined to see 
his dream come to life. 

ASSOCIATED NEWSPAPERS: 
How does Operation Good 
Cheer work? 

KORTIDIS: We have lists of 
the first names of children and 
their first three wishes for 
Christmas. Everyone buys 
their own gift for the child - 
that’s the condition of the prog¬ 
ram. Then we wrap the gifts 
and deliver them. 

We don’t want to see money. 
We get the wish list to the peo¬ 
ple, and they go out and do the 
buying. There are groups that 
collect the money, but we don’t 
want to see it. We want to see 
the gifts. 

This year, we collected the 
gifts at my house and at the 
Ford Motor Credit Co. in Dear¬ 
born. We had a 40-foot tractor 
trailer loaded to the gills and 
took the gifts out to Shanty 
Creek for the flyout. 

Every year, the thing ex¬ 


pands. And every year, we get 
new recruits. Once you’re in¬ 
volved with this, you’re 
hooked. People don’t back out 
of this project once they are in 
it. 

ASSOCIATED NEWSPAPERS: 

How did the airplane become 
so important to what you do? 

KORTIDIS: In 1982,1 found out 
that the Child and Family Ser¬ 
vices had a problem getting the 
gifts to the children, especially 
in the remote areas like Mar¬ 
quette. That’s when I started 
the flying, or what we call the 
“Spirit of Good Cheer Flight.” 
That’s the second part of the 
operation. 

I think for about three years, 
I did all of the flying myself. In 
1984, I had a flat tire when I 
landed (his plane) in Howell. 
Some of the other pilots in¬ 
quired about what was going 
on, and they took some pre¬ 


sents to Jackson and a couple of 
other areas for me. The follow¬ 
ing year, we had about 29 pilots 
and aircraft fly out of Howell 
(to deliver presents). In 1986, 
we had 30 or so pilots. This 
year, the Shanty Creek people 
of the Schuss Mountain Resorts 
heard about it, and they spon¬ 
sored the flyout. 

This year, the weather didn’t 
really cooperate because we 
only had about a dozen pilots 
participate. 

ANP: What is Christmas? 

KORTIDIS: Christmas is just 
one day of the year when we all 
be nice to each other. It’s my 
feeling chat Christmas should 
go on all year long. Why can’t 
we be as nice to each other the 
rest of the year as we are at 
Christmas? 

Christmas is what should be 
in everyone’s heart all year 
long. I hope it’s in mine.

Affairs and the Statewide 
Health Coordination Council 
would investigate the need for 
comprehensive diagnostic and 
assessment centers to assist in 
the diagnosis of Alzheimer’s 
Disease and related disorders.

The exemption would also app¬ 
ly to related brain disorders 
such as Huntington’s or Par¬ 
kinson’s Disease. 

A diagnosis of Alzheimer’s or 
other degenerative brain dis¬ 
ease brings appalling personal 
economic costs to patients and 
their care-givers. There’s not 
much state government can do 
about the emotional toll, but we 
can offer some help with the 
crushing financial burden.

Because they 
are often misdiagnosed, vic¬ 
tims of these terrible diseases 
sometimes don't receive 
appropriate treatment. As 
medical experts look for the 
cause of Alzheimer’s and work 
toward a cure, state lawmak¬ 
ers are trying to help the 
thousands of Michigan families 
affected by it. 


In order to help victims of any 
disease we must know what 
they need and provide it as best 
we can. A recently introduced 
House bill will enable the state 
government to determine what 
can be done for Alzheimer’s pa¬ 
tients in our state. Under the 
bill, the Michigan Department 
of Public Health, the Office of 
Mental Health and Medical 


In an (ffTort to learn first-hand about 
the experiences of large* prize winners, 
the Michigan Lottery recently sent 
questionnaires to 280 Lottery mil¬ 
lionaires. Nearly 180 winners 
responded, tolling us what it is really 
like to win $1 million or more. The 
results showed that big prize winners 
generally handle their money wisely, 
contrary to what some might believe. 

Q: Did most winners feel their new¬ 
found wealth changed them? 

A: Quite the contrary. Nearly HO percent 
of the respondents said they remained 
the same, with most saying they kept 
the same friends and were treated as 
they were before their wins by family 
members. The remaining respondents 
felt they changed just a bit 

Q: What did most Lottery million¬ 
aires do with their first payments? 

A: Buying a new car was the most com¬ 
mon response. Paying bills, sharing the 
prize with family members, and taking 
trips were also popular. 

Q: Did most seek financial coun¬ 
seling? 

A: More than 70 percent of the mil¬ 
lionaires sought financial advice from 
experts. 

Q: What type of financial plans did 
they make? 

A: The majority invested their money 
and saved for retirement. Savings funds 
and trust funds for children grand¬ 
children also were frequently reported. 
Some planned to start businesses or 
purchase annuities. 

Q: Do most Lottery millionaires con¬ 
tinue to work? 

A: Nearly 40 percent were employed 
when they won their prizes and planned 
to continue working. Thirty-four per¬ 
cent retired immediately after their 
wins or planned to retire early. Twenty- 
two percent of the winners were retired 
at the time of their wins. And. a few 
opened their own businesses, changed 
jobs or went to college. 

Q: Is it true that most winners move 
after w inning? 

A: About half of the respondents re¬ 
ported moving, most to new homes in 
the same areas. A lesser number moved 
elsewhere in Michigan, while only three 
percent reported moving out ofstate. 

Q: Do the millionaires continue play¬ 
ing Lottery games? 

A: Yes! Ninety-eight percent of the mil¬ 
lionaires reported still playing the 
games. While Super Lotto was most pop¬ 
ular. Daily 3. Daily 4 and instant games 
also are frequently played.

And Tammy Groth, of Wayne, said the meaning of Christmas 
is “giving presents away and not receiving them.” 


Indeed, Christmas 1987 has been pre-empted in western 
Wayne County by a series of events that do anything but streng¬ 
then our spirit of “peace on earth and good will toward men.” 


In Inkster, an almost weekly homicide weakens any theory of 
men possessing good will. The brutal, shooting deaths of three 
police officers in July adds to our doubts about the season. And 
a devastating fire for members of the Cathedral of Faith this 
month makes us wonder if Christmas really will be merry. 

In Romulus, a tragic airplane crash shakes the community 
and instills a sense of fear for residents and officials alike. 


In the Belleville area, a report showing the imminent danger 
of a collapse of the Belleville Lake dam creates a stir and a 
confusion that still has not faded. 


In Canton Township, landfills and sewage problems remain a 
thorn in the side of economic growth. 


In Wayne, the threat of a wetlands dilemma bringing an end 
to a $340 million expansion project creates a fear for a city with 
a budget "bare to the bones.” 

And in Westland, a lawsuit by the American Civil Liberties 
Union seeking an end to the display of a nativity scene in front 
of the city hall seems to reflect a changing and more commer¬ 
cial view of the true meaning of the Christmas holiday. 

Despite all of these woes, the children we questioned seemed 
to strengthen our faith in the holiday season and the merits of 
“peace on earth and good will toward men.” These children 
speak of peace, joy, love and happiness for all men. They speak 
of loving one another instead of brutal murders. They speak of 
peace between nations instead of nuclear conflict. And they 
speak of happiness for all of mankind instead of hunger, fear 
and oppression. 


The children we have surveyed, as young as they might be, 
have reminded us of one of the most important messages the 
Christmas holiday can bring. Christmas, the kids will tell us, is 
not found under the tree, in the stockings or in Santa’s velvet 
bag. Christmas is found in the heart and in the hopes and 
dreams of every man on earth. And if those hopes, those 
dreams and those ideologies of the children - our future leaders 
- are any reflection of the future society, we are all in for a 
brighter, more peaceful, loving world. 


We, at the Associated Newspapers, have enjoyed learning 
from our children this week, and we hope you, too, find their 
comments inspiring and comforting. In our job of reporting the 
grim realities of society, we sometimes lose sight of the joys of 
the human heart. We sometimes remember only the homi¬ 
cides, the tragedies and the shortfalls of society and forget the 
many positive attributes of the human heart. 


Today, we share with these children their hope for a brighte- 
world, a world of love, of joy and of peace. And while we arc 
realistic enough to know that our goals are lofty, we are also 
optimistic enough to never stop hoping. 

Merry Christmas to you and yours!

W hile the magic of Santa Claus and pre¬ 
sents under the tree at Christmas may be 
exciting to kids, most young people have 
also learned to recognize the magic and 
special feeling of giving, local educators agree. 

As an example, members of two area school orga¬ 
nizations have helped capture the spirit of giving at 
their schools and have proved that young people can 
benefit from helping others. 

During November, National Honor Society mem¬ 
bers at Stevenson Junior High School, Westland, 
were busy collecting canned goods for needy fami¬ 
lies, according to Dennis Connolly, school principal. 

Connolly said that when the Westland Jaycees cal¬ 
led the school in December to find out if any school 
organizations would participate in a food drive, hon¬ 
or society members were already a step ahead. 

By the end of the drive, students had collected 
more than 300 cans of food, which were donated to 
the Jaycees to be included in the annual Christmas 
food baskets for the needy. 


In addition to help from the National Honor Socie¬ 
ty members, Connolly said, student council mem¬ 
bers also worked diligently to gather money for the 
needy. 

Through publicity and asking for help from 
friends, the students staged a competition to see 
which students of the three lunch periods could col¬ 
lect the most money. The $150 collected was later 
used by the students to purchase turkeys for the 
Jaycee gift baskets. 

Connolly was impressed with the students’ efforts, 
especially during the busy holiday season. 

“These kids get a lot of gratification from knowing 
that they were able to help someone less fortunate 
than themselves. They know that there are people 
out there who really do go without eating. It just 
reiterates the whole spirit of giving that we talk 
about at this time of the year,” Connolly explained. 

At Jefferson Elementary School, also in Westland, 
students were also instrumental in displaying their 
holiday spirit. The youngsters participated in a gift- 
giveaway program organized by teachers at the 
school.

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Children must learn 
reality from gifts

till don’t have plans 
for New Year’s Eve? 
Don’t panic. 

Head to the 
emergency room. Greg’s 
Emergency Room, that is. 

Located across from the 
Westland Medical Center on 
Palmer Road, Westland, 
Greg’s can, perhaps, best be 
described as a bar that has 
finally come of age. Some may 
remember the lounge as the 
old, low-class country music 
“joint” not suitable to be the 
perfect rendezvous for friends 
and family on New Year’s Eve. 
But, boy, have things changed. 

I can remember driving by 
what looked like “just another 
bar” several years ago, never 
thinking twice about stopping 
for a visit. But on a recent drive 
by, I noticed that the building 
had changed. Dramatically. 

The name is still the same. 
But that’s the only remaining 
artifact. 

Outside of the building are 
now in place florescent, bright- 
shining neon lights, a new 
awning and lettering. Inside 
are five television sets, a 10- 
foot, large-screen TV, electro¬ 
nic dart games, arcade games, 
a pool table, laser-disc jukebox 
(the first in the state, the owner 
will remind you) and tons of 
people. Well, at least more than 
100 . 

Greg’s Emergency Room 
was “born” 10 years ago when 


Greg Reid and a friend purch¬ 
ased the lounge for their own. 
The name was chosen because 
of the close proximity of the 
establishment to the then 
Wayne County General Hospit¬ 
al and the emergency room 
there. 

Four years into the venture, 
Reid’s partner left the busi¬ 
ness, and Reid enlisted the sup¬ 
port of his father to become his 
business partner. The two - and 
a handful of other family mem¬ 
bers, including Reid’s wife, 
Susan - have been running the 
show ever since. 

But why all of the changes? 
During the past six months, 
Reid has poured more than 
$30,000 into a remodeling 
effort, transforming the lounge 
from one that featured bands 
and a boisterous crowd to one 
that has a disk jockey, clean 
interior, low drink prices, end¬ 
less specials and “ sports- 
minded atmosphere.” 

“I think the main reason for 
the changes was to draw 
another clientele,” Reid ex¬ 
plained. “We wanted to make 
the place more attractive for 
people going by and get more 
airport business.” 

To achieve this goal, Reid 
regularly sponsors drink spe¬ 
cials-on Tuesday night, pitch¬ 
ers of beer are only $3, and hot 
dogs are 25 cents, while on 
Thursday night (lady’s night), 
drinks are only $1. A disk jock¬ 
ey spins a blend of music from 
the ’50s, '60s, ’70s and ’80s on 


Thursdays, Fridays and Satur¬ 
days, and dancing, of course, is 
apropos. 

The food at the lounge is just 
as popular as the drinks. Fri¬ 
day night has become re¬ 
nowned in the area for Reid’s 
fish-and-chip special - all you 
can eat - for $3.95 and fisher¬ 
man’s platter for $4.95. Reid 
encouraged all seafood lovers 
to sample his recipes as long as 
they don’t mind a small wait 
for their food. (Obviously, these 
dishes are very popular.) 

“Sometimes, we get so many 
customers in here (for the Fri¬ 
day night specials) that it takes 
a little longer to get your food. 
If you’re impatient, go to 
Arthur Treacher’s,” Reid said 
with a chuckle. 

Beginning in January, Sun¬ 
day should be a big hit at the 
Emergency Room as Reid in¬ 
troduces a day of oldies music. 
A disk jockey will spin the 
tunes from days gone by, and 
drink specials will be provided, 
Reid said. 

But that is in January. At 
hand is New Year’s Eve and 
the fact that many area resi¬ 
dents have not yet finalized 
partying arrangements. 

Reid’s New Year’s Eve 
celebration will begin at 9 p.m. 
and continue until3a.m. Cost is 
$25 per person, and included 
with admission will be hot and 
cold hors d’oeuvres, party 
favors, an open bar, cham¬ 
pagne toast at midnight, con¬ 
tinental breakfast and door 


prizes. Reid guarantees that, 
the celebration will be one of 
the best New Year’s Eve bar-,, 
gains in the area. , 

Reservations are not re r ; 
quired but would ensure 
place in the lounge which seats, 
about 150 people. 

In all. Greg is quite proud of 
the changes at Greg’s 
Emergency Room Lounge, and , 
he is confident that other peo-, 
pie will find the lounge an ea-, 
joyable place to visit. 

“People say this is the 
greatest bar around. This place- 
really is popular,” Reid ex¬ 
plained. “For the people who. 
came before and didn’t like it, I 
think they should come back, 
now-. It will have a whole diffe-, 
rent look.” 

I will be one of the first to 
admit it and w T ould recommend 
Greg’s to anyone interested in 
good food, low drink prices and 
a comfortable atmosphere for 
dancing and relaxing.

One of the most difficult 
problems for children to deal 
with during the Christmas holi¬ 
days is unrealistic expections, 
according to a therapist who 
works with families. 

“Children see expensive toys 
on television - some of which 
are shown to do things which 
they are not really capable of 
doing - and there is a letdown 
when either their parents can¬ 
not afford to buy the toy, or 
they get it and are disappointed 
that the toy cannot live up to its 
television performance,’’ 
according to Roger Dallwig, 
director of Her Place/His 
Place Counseling Center. 

Dallwig noted that there does 
not seem to be a way to break 
the increasing commercialism 
of the holidays. He said, howev¬ 
er, that parents can set limits 
and emphasis the spirit of the 
holiday. 

“We shouldn’t buy gifts that 
we can’t afford. It is important 
to set limits on what we can 
spend,” Dallwig said. “We 
should also try to avoid giving 
children too much at one time. 
It is better to space out their 
gifts over several days than to 
overwhelm the child on Christ¬ 
mas Day.” 

An informal survey of adults 
revealed that very few of them 
could remember a particular 
gift that they had received for 
Christmas as a child. When 
they were asked to express 
feelings about their best holi¬ 
days, they talked about 
pleasant experiences with 
their families and friends and 
mentioned sentimental gifts - 
often token presents they had 
received - rather than expen¬ 
sive toys or other gifts. 


One man said he has a life¬ 
long memory of a Christmas 
when he was 12 years old and 
his parents had bought about 
$20 worth of gifts for he and his 
two brothers - all they could 
afford at the time. 

“I remember asking ‘is this 
all we get?’ and seeing the 
looks on my parents’ faces. I 
knew that what I said wasn’t 
right, but I was too young to 
know just how 1 much I had hurt 
them,” he said. “To this day, I 
can see the look on their faces 
and I still feel terrible about my 
question.” 

His long-term hurt did 
come from the lack of gifts, he 
said, but from realizing how 
much his thoughtless comment 
hadaffected his parents. 

Dallwig noted that years ago 
the Christmas season began on 
Dec. 24 and extended through 
the following 12 days. Today, 
he said, we begin our celebra¬ 
tion prior to the holiday and end 
it abruptly on Dec. 26. 

“Consequently, we try to 
pack too much into the week 
before Christmas,” Dallwig 
said. “If we try to spread out 
the celebration more, it will not 
only be easier on the children 
but also the adults. The key to a 
happy holiday is to be more re¬ 
laxed, more loving and more in 
tune with the family.” 

In many divided families, the 
holidays bring extra stress and 
pressure to children when they 
are “split between custodial 
and non-custodial parents, new 
step-parents and an assort¬ 
ment of new grandparent and 
miscellaneous relatives,” 
Dallwig said. “Children tend to 
be taken from place to place to 
satisfy the adults’ social and 
family commitments. This can 
be very stressful, especially if 
the child is adjusting to a new 
family during the holidays.” 


Grimes 

Jefferson Principal Don 
Brooks said the program was 
startedwith a two-fold plan. 

“We wanted to be able to give 
the students a Christmas gift, 
but we also wanted them to 
learn the concept of giving as 
well as giving them some posi¬ 
tive reinforcement for good be¬ 
havior,” said Brooks. 

Brooks said students, pa¬ 
rents and staff brought in toys, 
which were kept in a box 
throughout the holiday season. 
Students who were on good be¬ 
havior or fared well in their stu¬ 


dies had their names written on 
a slip of paper. The papers 
were then placed in a box from 
which as many names would be 
drawn as there were presents 
on the last day of school before 
Christmas break. 

The box had a total of 63 gifts 
in it, including four gifts don¬ 
ated by the Jefferson janitorial 
staff. 

And while not all of the stu¬ 
dents brought a gift home, 
Brooks said there was still a 
“sizeable” amount of kids 
going home with an early 
Christmas gift.

After the fire 

Members vow to rebuild Cathedral

From the ashes of their destroyed 
church, the Rev. Herbert Hinkle vows he 
and his congregation will rebuild the 
Cathedral of Faith in Inkster. 

The church was destroyed Sunday 
evening, Dec. 13 by what fire inspectors 
said was arson. Local and state fire offi¬ 
cials are sifting through the rubble and 
debris of the charred walls in hopes of 
finding clues to what started the fire at 
2727 Inkster Road. 

“We will not let this stop us,” said Hink¬ 
le. “This congregation, this church will 
not be destroyed by fire. The flames will 
make us stronger. God gave us that spot 
to build, and it was built by faith. There 
are too many people who have invested 
their time and funds and their minds to 
make the Cathedral what it was and what 
it is. 

“We shall build again.” 

The 44-year-old pastor who came to In¬ 
kster from Chicago, Ill., has adminis¬ 
tered the religious needs of a congrega¬ 
tion that includes 1,000 families. Raised in 
Arkansas, Hinkle attended both Method¬ 
ist and Apostolic churches before he 
turned to the “transdenominational 
faith.” 

Although Hinkle said he plans no Christ¬ 
mas Eve services, regular Sunday ser¬ 
vices have been conducted in the auditor¬ 
ium of Inkster High School since the fire 
demolished the structure. 

Since the sc hool will be closed for the 
holidays, Hinkle said he can’t schedule 
regular services until he finds a building. 

“This fire has left us out in the cold. It 
will be a cold Christmas and New Year. 
And it was a cold birthday for me,” he 
said, referring to his 44th birthday Dec. 
17. 

Although not affiliated with any nation¬ 
al or worldwide religious organization. 


Hinkle said his congregation and his be¬ 
liefs follow the “transdenominational” 
teachings of Jesus Christ and the Bible. 

He explained that “being transdenomi¬ 
national touches and crosses all de¬ 
nominations.” 

“We are Bible-believing Christians who 
cross racial lines,” Hinkle explained. 
“We do not have the prejudices that some 
of the other denominations have . . . that 
God has no other children than us. We are 
all children of God.” 

Asked why any one would want to des¬ 
troy or set his church aflame, Hinkle re¬ 
plied that there had been several break- 
ins and vandalism at the church in recent 
months. Vandals had desecrated the 
sanctuary, painting satanic and racial 
slurs on the walls. 

“Moreover, we have not been the only 
church broken into in recent months,” 
Hinkle said. “Others have, too. They (the 
intruders) believe that churches conceal 
valuable items, and since there usually 
isn't anyone in the building, they are easy 
targets.” 

Hinkle revealed that the church is pre¬ 
sently in federal bankruptcy court and is 
in Chapter 11 - financial reorganization 
under the supervision of the court. He said 
that one of the major creditors refused to 
settle with the church, therefore “we had 
no alternative but to file for reorganiza¬ 
tion under the court’s supervision.” 

“But, let me say that under Chapter 11, 
the court could rule that we pay 20 cents or 
30 cents on the dollar. But we are deter¬ 
mined to make sure that anyone we owe 
money will get dollar for dollar.” 

Hinkle said that the church was in¬ 
sured. He is awaiting word from the insur¬ 
ance adjustors. 

“There are a lot of unanswered ques¬ 
tions,” Hinkle said, “but I want our peo¬ 
ple to know we will rise from those ashes, 
and our beautiful church will be built 
again.” 


St. Matthew bells ring loudly for shoppers 



The sounds of St. Matthew Lutheran 
Church, Westland, were heard through¬ 
out the area this month as the six church 
bell choirs performed mini Christmas 
concerts at Westland Center and for 
senior citizens in Livonia. 

The six choirs - four children’s bell 
choirs and two adult choirs - performed 
Dec. 6 at the Westland mall, directed by 
Shirley Luckwald.

However, the teen choir solved the 
problem of graduation, as all members of 
the former children’s bell choir remained 
together to form the upper-grade musical 


group. 

To help with administrative duties, 
members of the choirs choose an execu¬ 
tive board. Officers include President 
Jennifer Billand, Secretary-Historian 
Jamie Hardy, Equipment Manager 
Anthony Horvarth, Music Librarian 
Michelle Sellers and Treasurer Jennifer 
Garris. 

“Over the years, the ringers have de¬ 
veloped ‘compatibility’ and ‘dependabil¬ 
ity’ because each member is an impor¬ 
tant part of a team,” Luckwald said of the 
choirs. “A team where everyone’s satis¬ 
faction and success depends on everyone 
else, where all ringers realize how impor¬ 
tant they are to the musical whole. It is 
this senseof community, this warm, shar¬ 
ing, caring concern for one another, that 
is the very base of our Christian 
training.” 

The choirs also performed at the choral 
and handbell concert at St. Matthew Dec. 
13 and at the Livonia fire station senior 
citizens Dec. 23.

Yule songs have history 
of making holiday cheer 


W hite Christmas” became an 
annuity for singer Bing 
Crosby and composer 
Irving Berlin. The most 
popular Christmas record of all en¬ 
dures 45 years after it was made. 
Frank Sinatra sold more than a million 
records of his version of it, and hun¬ 
dreds of other singers have given it a 
try; but “White Christmas” is indel¬ 
ibly stamped as Bing’s. 

Perhaps it was Crosby’s overwhelm¬ 
ing success with “White Christmas” 
that has prompted so many disparate 
artists to take a shot at holiday songs. 

Songs have ranged from the silly 
(“Be-Bop Santa” by Babs Gonzalez) to 
the hip (“Santa Done Moved From the 
North Pole” by Huey Smith and His 
Clowns) to the bizarre (“Santa and the 
Satellite” by Dickie Goodman). 

None of these, however, has had the 
success of perhaps the greatest Christ¬ 
mas novelty ever, Gene Autry’s rendi¬ 
tion of “Rudolph the Red-Nosed Rein¬ 
deer.” Autry also struck gold on a song 
he co-wrote with Oakley Haldeman: 
“Here Comes Santa Claus.” 

When it really comes to getting in the 
holiday mood, however, most of us 
turn to the traditional Christmas carol. 


Music has always been part of the 
Christmas message. Italy is the birth¬ 
place of the Christmas carol, and from 
the time of Franciscan Jacopone of 
Todi (1228-1306), Latin hymns were 
part of the celebration. 

In early carols - whether secular 
or religous - rhythms were marked 
by clapping or stamping. In 1521, 
the first “Christmas Carolles” were 
printed by Wynken de Worde. 

Almost all the old carols, such as 
“Joy to the World,” “It Came Upon a 
Midnight Clear,” “O Holy Night” and 
“Away in a Manger,” have strong reli¬ 
gious overtones, while many popular 
carols are of a secular nature. These 
include “We Wish You a Merry Christ¬ 
mas,” “The 12 Days of Christmas,” 
“Deck the Halls” and “Jingle Bells.” 

At the other end of the spectrum are 
some Christmas theme songs that, if 
lucky, you’ve been spared hearing. 
Here’s an excerpt from “Father 
Christmas” by the Kinks: 

Father Christmas, give us some 
money. 

We got no time for your silly toys ... 

Have yourself a merry, merry 
Christmas.

W hen you hear the words 
“holiday tradition,” what 
comes to mind? Stuffing 
spilling from a steaming 
turkey? The lighting of menorah can¬ 
dles? 

“Traditions are formed through 
meaningful repetition,“ says Parents 
magazine.

WRITE A WISH LIST 
Have your children write letters to 
St. Nicholas, listing the toys they would 
like to receive in order of importance. 
They can draw pictures of the gifts, 
too. Keep the letters to put in a scrap¬ 
book to show them when they’re older. 

St. Nicholas was a much-loved 
bishop who lived in part of the Roman 
Empire during the 4th or 5th century. 
He was famous for his love of children, 
for whom he performed miracles of 
healing. He also was known for giving 
gifts in secret. 

In early 1800s, Professor Clement C. 
Moore described St. Nicholas in a 
poem he wrote to entertain his chil¬ 
dren, titled “The Night Before Christ- 
mas.“ The poem became so popular 
that since then Americans have 
thought of St. Nicholas as “a jolly old 
elf” with a round belly, a white beard 
and twinkling eyes.

CLARA AND FRITZ 
What a better way to make your chil¬ 
dren feel special than to share with 
them a live performance of Tchaikovs¬ 
ky melodies, complete with feather- 
light fairies that seem to float across 
the stage.

You and your family can either read 
the story aloud, watch a rerun on TV, 
rent the movie for your VCR or attend 
a local theater production. 

Dickens wrote the story during a few 
months in 1843. It was not immediately 
successful. But when he read it aloud 
on speaking tours of the United States, 
crowds as large as 35,000 came to hear 
it. 

MENORAH REMEMBRANCES 

Traditionally, the Jewish holiday of 
Hanukkah is celebrated by lighting a 
candle on the many-branched menor¬ 
ah each night. In many families, chil¬ 
dren receive one gift after each 
candle-lighting. 

Elaine Bierbaum of Georgia be¬ 
came concerned that the eight-day 
holiday was turning into “an orgy of 
gift-giving.” She makes a tradition of 
having her children donate one of their 
new Hanukkah toys to the children’s 
ward at a local hospital. 

“The act of giving should be uncon¬ 
scious,” says Bierbaum, “as much a 
part of the season as lighting candles 
or sending cards. Someday the chil¬ 
dren will be old enough to understand 
the beauty of giving, but they’ll only 
see that beauty if they’ve witnessed it 
many times.” 

Hanukkah is older than Christmas. 
The word means “dedication,” to com¬ 
memorate the dedication of the temple 
in Jerusalem after the Jews success¬ 
fully fought to reclaim it from their 
enemies. 

Whatever traditions you and your 
family share, remember this advice 
from authors Jo Robinson and Jean 
Staeheli in their book, “Unplug the 
Christmas Machine” (Quill): “In the 
long run, people rarely remember 
what they gave to each other, but they 
remember what they did together. The 
greatest gift you can give a child are 
happy memories.E

have corrupted the holiday’s meaning:

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Taste-tempting, holiday dishes . . . 


W hen you think of “holiday 
tradition,” chances are one 
of the first things that com¬ 
es to mind is food. Almost 
•yone has a few favorite foods he 
ixKes to prepare during the holidays. 
These may be ethnic in origin, depend¬ 
ing on your heritage, or they may be 
old family recipes handed down by 
your great-grandmother. 

Every Christmas Eve, a Mexican- 
American friend of mine makes sweet 
dessert tamales filled with raisins and 
chopped nuts. It’s the only time we 
taste them during the entire year, and 
they’re looked forward to as a special 
treat. 

Let’s pause before we reach for tra¬ 
ditional desserts for an important 
word from the turkey. Or rather, from 
the people who produce turkeys. If you 
suffer from “turkey trauma,” call the 
Butterball Turkey Talk-Line (800) 323- 
4848. 

Last year its home economists 
answered nearly 115,000 questions on 
turkey preparation. (When you call, be 
sure to request Butterball’s free recipe 
booklet, too.) 

In acknowledgement of the turkey’s 
contribution to holiday tradition, we’d 
like to suggest a festive relish that will 
do it justice. This relish also makes a 
lovely gift. Package it in a glass con¬ 
tainer with a tightfitting lid, and add a 
green or red bow. 


RAISINBERRY RELISH 

2Vi cups (about 12 ounces) golden 
raisins 

2 cups orange juice 

1 cup water 

3 tablespoons lemon juice 

% cup sugar 

3 cups (12 ounces) fresh or frozen 
cranberries 

In 3-quart saucepan combine 
raisins, orange juice, water, lemon 
juice and sugar. Bring to boil over high 
heat, stirring to dissolve sugar. Re¬ 
duce heat; simmer 10 minutes. Add 
cranberries. Return to boil; simmer 
about 10 minutes, until liquid barely 
covers solid ingredients. Cool. Store 
refrigerated in covered container up to 
1 month. 

Yields about 4'/2 cups. 

Now, back to what to serve after the 
turkey exits. Here are a few holiday 
dessert suggestions that are worthy of 
becoming annual traditions. 

The first is an alternative to pump¬ 
kin pie that’s quick and easy. In fact, 
it’s a version of “hasty pudding.” 
Make it in advance, if you like. It re¬ 
quires only one last-minute addition: a 
dollop of whipped cream. 


CREAMY PUMPKIN 
PUDDING 


1 cup milk 
1 egg 


Two-thirds cup sugar 
1 envelope unflavored gelatin 
Y 2 (1-pound size) can pumpkin (about 
1 cup) 

Vi teaspoon cinnamon 
V* teaspoon ginger 
Ys teaspoon allspice 
V 2 teaspoon vanilla 
V 2 cup whipping cream, whipped 
Combine milk, egg, sugar and gela¬ 
tin in saucepan. Stir over medium heat 
until gelatin is dissolved, about 4 mi¬ 
nutes. Remove from heat. Stir in 
pumpkin, spices and vanilla. Chill until 
mixture begins to set. Fold in whipped 
cream. Turn into 4 (%-CUp) molds. Chill 
about 1 hour or until set. Spoon into 
stemmed glasses. If desired, garnish 
with additional whipped cream, a twist 
of orange peel or sliced oranges. Re¬ 
cipe may be doubled if necessary. 
Makes 4 servings. 

This is a rich alternative to the tradi¬ 
tional mince pie. The prunes become 
moist, tasty “sugarplums.” 


SUGARPLUM 
MINCE PIE 


2 cups (about 12 ounces) pitted 
prunes, halved 
V 2 cup port or brandy 
1 jar (28 ounces) prepared mincemeat 
1 cup chopped walnuts 
Pastry for 2-crust 9-inch pie 
Beaten egg, for glaze 
Sugar 


Combine prunes and port in covered 
container; let stand overnight. Add 
mincemeat and walnuts to prune mix¬ 
ture; set aside. 

Roll half of pastry out on floured 
board and use to line 9-inch pie plate; 
trim and flute edges. Spoon prune- 
mincemeat filling into pastry shell. 
Roll out remaining pastry and cut into 
strips about % inch wide. Arrange over 
filling to form a lattice top. Trim 
edges. Brush pastry with egg; sprinkle 
with sugar. 

Bake if 425 F oven 10 minutes. Re¬ 
duce heat to 375 F; continue baking 20 
to 25 minutes, until crust is golden and 
filling bubbly. Cool on rack. Serve 
wedges with softly whipped cream, 
sweetened to taste. 

Yields one 9-inch pie. 

With this recipe, you can have your 
fruitcake and time on your hands, too.

Combine raisins, apricots and wine 
or cider; let stand several hours or 
overnight to soften. In mixing bowl, 
cream butter and sugar. Beat in eggs, 
1 at a time, then vanilla (mixture may 
look curdled). Stir in flour and corn- 
meal; beat until well blended. Drain 
fruits (reserve liquid); stir fruits into 
batter. Spoon into greased 9 x 5-inch 
loaf pan. 

Bake in 325 F oven 65 to 75 minutes, 
until golden and wooden pick inserted 
in center comes out clean. Cool in pan 
10 minutes; turn out onto rack to cool 
completely. Brush top with reserved 
liquid while still warm. Garnish with 
apricot halves and raisins and sprinkle 
with additional powdered sugar. 

Makes 1 cake. 

What’s more evocative of holiday 
tradition than chestnuts? If you don’t 
have a fireplace, you can roast them in 
just a few minutes - in your micro- 
wave. 

With a sharp knife, make crisscross 
cuts through the shells of 2 dozen chest¬ 
nuts. This will prevent their exploding 
in the oven. Arrange in a single layer in 
a shallow glass baking dish and micro- 
wave, uncovered, 3 minutes, turning 
nuts over after ly&minutes. Rearrange 
nuts and microwave 1 to 2 minutes lon¬ 
ger, or until shells are soft when 
squeezed (use a mitt or hot pad to avoid 
burning hands). 

Let stand, uncovered, about 5 mi¬ 
nutes, then peel and serve - or let

MUSHROOMS 

8 to 12 ounces fresh mushrooms, of 
uniform size 

1 small onion, minced 

V 4 cup minced celery 

3 tablespoons butter or margarine 

Va cup seasoned bread crumbs 

5 roasted chestnuts, matchstick 
sliced 

Parsley sprigs 

Wash mushrooms and pat dry. Re¬ 
move stems and chop fine. Set caps 
aside. 

Combine chopped stems with onion, 
celery and butter in small glass bowl. 
Microwave 2 to 3 minutes, or until on¬ 
ions are tender, stirring once after IV 2 
minutes. Stir in bread crumbs and 
microwave 1 minute longer. 

Spoon hot mixture into mushroom 
caps. Arrange on service plate (10 to 12 
mushrooms to a plate) and garnish 
tops with slivered chestnuts. Micro- 
wave, uncovered 1 to IV 2 minutes, or 
until mushrooms are tender and filling 
is heated through. 

Garnish each mushroom cap with a 
small sprig of parsley before serving.

Business etiquette takes 
confusion out of giving 


W hen is a gift not a gift? When 
it’s a business gift. Take a 
social custom and trans¬ 
pose it to a business setting 
and all sorts of problems can crop up. 

According to Letitia Baldrige, 
maven of executive manners, gift¬ 
giving, particularly in business, is an 
art. She devotes an entire chapter of 
her book, “Complete Guide to Execu¬ 
tive Manners,” to the ins and outs of 
present protocol. 

Her first piece of advice is to think 
before you act. Don’t send bottles of 
liquor to every person on your Christ¬ 
mas business list; not everyone drinks. 

Don’t give someone a new piece of 
sports equipment you think is 
tremendous unless you know for a fact 
that the recipient is as enthusiastic ab¬ 
out that sport. Don’t try to be funny at 
another person’s expense. Such 
attempts usually fall flat. 

Baldrige points out that the manner 
in which a gift is made also is extreme¬ 
ly important. She suggests that it 
should be presented in person, if possi¬ 
ble, to show that the donor has high 
regard for the recipient and for the 
gift. 

In the absence of a set company poli¬ 
cy toward gifts, it’s wise to keep some 
guidelines in mind. When giving or re¬ 
ceiving gifts from business associates, 
care must be taken to avoid the 


appearance of impropriety. 

This means that executives must be 
willing to firmly, but diplomatically, 
refuse a gift if they feel compromised. 
At many companies there is an infor¬ 
mal conflict-of-interest rule that puts a 
$25 value on presents to avoid just this 
possibility. 

Baldrige recommends food as a 
business gift because even when it is 
expensive, it doesn’t smack of bribery. 
It is a gift that can be shared with 
others in the office, so your influence 
will be even more widespread. 

Among her suggestions for edible 
gifts are: baked goods, jams and jel¬ 
lies, fresh fruit, candy, nuts. Beluga 
caviar, smoked salmon from Scotland, 
imported pates and gourmet food 
packages in reusable containers. 

Baldrige stresses that research also 
is a requirement of stylish gift-giving. 

When liquor is the gift of choice, this 
is particularly important. A vodka 
drinker isn’t going to be impressed 
with a gift of 25-year-old Scotch, no 
matter how expensive or beautifully 
wrapped. 

Present-giving among employees 
and between employee and boss are 
other areas fraught with pitfalls. In 
general, etiquette does not demand 
that an employee give a boss a present, 
even it a boss gives an employee one.

Christmas cards 
change in style 


A sampler of the messages 
would stretch miles this 
year, given that more than 
2.2 billion cards will be 
mailed this Christmas. 

Reindeer and Christmas trees may 
be images of holidays’ past, judging 
from the array of images available 
from the two greeting card giants, 
Hallmark and American Greetings, as 
well as the smaller, eclectic card 
manufacturers - Recycled Paper Pro¬ 
ducts, Unicef and Paper Moon. 

Tapestry cards, laser cards, cards 
for the buss driver or boss, even cards 
for your cat to give your dog are a mong 
this season’s holiday messages. 

Harken back to yesterday, to the 
roots of the Christmas card. In 1843, a 
London businessman named Henry 
Cole asked artist John Calcott Horsley 
to design something to send to his 
friends and business acquaintances to 
wish them a Merry Christmas. 

Appearing just three years after the 
English Parliament passed the Post¬ 
age Act, which made it possible for 
people to send letters for a penny, Col¬ 
e’s Christmas cards created much ex¬ 
citement. 

Within 10 years, Christmas cards 
were the rage in England. Of the 1,000 
original Christmas cards printed, only 
12 are known to exist, and two of these 
are in the Hallmark Historical Collec¬ 
tion of more than 40,000 cards. 

The custom of sending Christmas 
cards spread slowly to the United 
States. For more than 30 years, Christ¬ 
mas cards had to be imported. But in 
1875, lithographer Louis Prang began 
publishing Christmas cards in Amer¬ 
ica. Prang continued manufacturing 
cards until 1890 when the market was 
flooded with cheap penny postcards 
from Germany. 

The imported penny postcard was 
shut down by the World War I block¬ 
ades. By the time the war had en¬ 
ded, the modern greeting card 
tradition - and industry - was en- 
treched in America. 

During World War II, Santa and

Uncle Sam carrying flags became 
popular designs. Special cards came 
out for servicemen. “Across the 
miles.” sentiments reflected the 
reality of the day. 

The Cold War years sharpened the 
demand for more humor in Christmas 
cards, summoning up funny Santas 
and silly reindeer. Flower children, 
peace symbols, doves and designs 
celebrating the first moon landing 
came into vogue in the ’60s and ’70s. 

In the early ‘80s, designs depicting 
the fitness craze were popular. Santa 
hung ten on a surfboard, or jogged in 
running shoes. Other cards spoofed 
TV shows and commercials. 

The trends this year in Christmas 
cards show a renewed interest in tradi¬ 
tional designs (trees, wreaths, red and 
green, home settings) that are both col¬ 
orful and elegant. Religious cards are 
popular, matching bright graphics 
with short, upbeat prose. 

The computer isn’t to be ignored, 
whether an image or in its contribution 
to design, featuring computer¬ 
generated tapestries, lacy laser-cut 
designs and three-dimensioanl folds. 

Perhaps the biggest transformation 
is in jolly St. Nick. 

Until 1853, Santa was a tall, thin 
man. Thomas Nast gave Santa his 
roly-poly girth in the 1860s, adding his 
many activities in illustration - sliding 
down the chimney, keeping records of 
good girls and boys. 

Santa’s come a long way, baby. He 
watches the soaps with his reindeer, 
tells all on the psychiatrist’s couch, 
works at a computer and spins the 
wheel of fortune on a game show. 

Today, the penny postcard has ele¬ 
vated to at least 50 cents a card, and in 
many cases, $1. Charities auction off 
handmade cards by the Hollywood 
stars during the Christmas season, 
ringing in thousands of dollars. (Did 
you know that Jackie Onassis, Henry 
Fonda, Winston Churchill and 
Groucho Marx have all had their ori¬ 
ginal artwork reproduced as Christ¬ 
mas cards?)
